This I do by accepting it as collateral in 
the banks I control and forcing the others to do 
likewise, thereby exchanging the people’s depos- 
ited cash in the banks and trust companies for 
this Steel paper at prices which are purposely in- 
flated by fictitious sales and purchases on the 
Stock Exchange. And as part of my contract and 
stock manipulations, I will allow all who will buy 
Steel stock at the manipulated high figures to 
borrow from the banks and trust companies of 
the ‘‘Money Trust” the necessary cash to pay for 
the. same.’ 

“Now, to show how it spreads into everything. ( 
When Morgan began to advance Steel commorf 
from $8 a share to $95 a share, the price at which 
it afterward sold, he caused to be spread through- 
out the world the reason for the advance, which 
he alleged to be enormous earnings arising from 
the enormous business being done at enormous 
profits. Just let me illustrate this, because it 
shows the ‘Money Trust’ as a naked menace to 
the American people.”

RAILROAD DIRECTORS’ GRAFT 
oF ET me illustrate this: Say a railroad 


is to purchase a million tons of steel 

rails and their equivalent, a million 
tons of steel. This million tons of steel can be 
purchased in the markets of the world at $19 
per ton, leaving a large profit to the sellers. The 
managers of the railroads are asked to pay $28 
a ton to the Steel Trust, thereby indecently hold- 
ing up a great national public service corpora 
tion for ntne million dollars. 

“The inducement offered to the managers of 
the railroads to do this palpably great wrong is 
that they shall purchase 200,000 shares of Steel 
common at $25 a share with a guarantee from the 
Steel Trust that they can re-sell the same at a 
net profit of $10,000,000 or one million dollars 
more than enough to offset the loss made on the 
purchase of the steel. 

“Thus it is that enormous purchases at enor- 
mous* prices by the railroads make possible the 
enormous profits of the Steel Trust, which niake 
possible the payment of $5 dividends, which 
pe possible the maintenance of the manipulat- 

ed prices of the stock and its boosting from $80 
to $95. 

“Now, when this transaction is completed, it 
stands thus: The railroads making such pur- 
chases has put into construction account $9,000,- 
000 more than was necessary, and as this sum 
is capitalized for all time it becomes an annual 
charge of $450,000, which must come back from 
the freight and passenger transportation re- 
ceipts and increases them by so much, thereby 
indirectly increasing the cost of living of al] the 
people, while the $10,000,000 made in stock spec- 
ulation ‘goes to concentrate the surplus wealth 
into the hands of the few, and is paid out in 
dividends to owners of the stock. 

“So we have $450,000 per annum paid for all 
eternity by the poor devils along the road to give 
$10,000,000 more to those who own the roads. 
Such transactions as this, carried out by the

the immense capacity for detail which marks the 
great genius of modern business—such is Pope 
Pius X in the eyes of the St. Louisan, himseif 
a successful business man and a close student of 
other men. 

And, with all this breaking up of popular no- 
tions, Mr. Papin deelares “His Holiness has a 
personality more dominating than that of any 
other individual I have ever met,” to use his own 
words. 

Much Improved in Six Years. 


Mr. Papin went to Rome in the interests of the 


movement for canonization of Mme. Duchesne, a+ 


pious woman of many good deeds who once lived 
in a convent near St. Louis. During his stay in 
the Holy City he met many of the notables both 
of the Church and of the Italian Government. 
He renewed acquaintance with Cardinal Merry 
del Val, the Papal Secretary of State, and with 
Cardinal Falconio, formerly Apostolic Delegate 
to the United States, among others. 

Also, he attended several semi-public audiences 
by the Pope, and one private audience which 
lasted 20 minutes. He took advantage of thege 
opportunities to study carefully the personality 
of the man and to compare the Pope Pius X of 
today with the Pope Pius X of six years ago, 
when Mr. Papin last visited Rome. 

“My first impression was,” he said, “that he 
is much heavier and that his color is much 
healthier. Six years ago he appeared pale an 
enemic, but this time his complexion was good. 
I found afterward that my impressions were true 
when I talked them over with Dr. Marchifava, 
chief physician to the Holy Father and famed as 
one of the best diagnosticians in Europe. 

“Dr. Marchifava explained that the pallor of 
six years ago was due to the restricted life in 
the Vatican, to which he had not then become 
thoroughly accustomed. Now his physica] needs 
have adjusted themselves to his sedentary life,

“It is not surprising that occasional visitors 
at public audiences have reported that His Holl- 
ness appeared worn with fatigue. It must be re- 
membered that the Pope arises at 5:30 in the 
morning, says mass at 6:30, prays and receives 
the Cardinal Secretary of State and other officers 
until 10, from 10 to 12 gives private audiences, 
and then public audiences. 

“Very often in the seasons when there are 
many tourists in Rome and many pilgrimages to 
the throne of Peter he will receive in pubuc audi- 
ences from several hundred to 2000 or .3000 per- 
sons a day. It is not strange that he should ap- 
pear fatigued and walk with a sifght drag 
toward the close of one of these exacting days.” 

Mr. Papin theh told of his private audience 
with the Pontiff. Following the strict etiquette 
for such occasions; he drove in a carriage to a 
small stairway in a court of the Vatican, and 
here surrendered his letters of introduction and 
the customary announcement that an audience 
had been granted: Passing up the stairway, he 
entered the first anteroom, where bussolanti, a 
kind of upper servants, received his wraps. From 
there he was ushered into a second. anteroom, 
where he was met by gentlemen-in-waiting and 
where there were two or three members of the 
noble guard.

The royal children of Spain are brought up very 
simply. They have their apartments in a sort of 
entrestol that is over the private apartments of 
the King and Queen, In fact their majesties can 
hear early in the morning the patter of tiny feet 
overhead that tells them it is time to get up be- 
cause the children will soon come down and want 
their morning romp. 

The apartments of the royal children are very 
English, but quite pretty. One would think, look- 
ing at the small windows from outside, that they 
could not be healthy, but once inside there is plenty 
of air, there being three or four windows for 
each room, with ventilators above and below the 
windows. 

The playroom, or study, is all white, with cup- 
boards everywhere full of toys and children’s 
books, simple furniture and a pretty frieze where- 
on the children can follow “The House That Jack 
Built,” and “Who Killed Cock Robin” in white 
tiles. A bright fire burns in the grate all winter. 
The Queen allows no other means of warming her 
children’s rooms. The night nursery reminds me 
of mine (when a little girl,) and I fancy the An- 
glio-Saxon Spanish Queen has built her babies’ 
nest just in the same way as the mothers in old 
Fingland did. There are the three windows, quite 
undraped, looking out into the beautiful gardens. 
There the clothes of the baby hang before the 
open fire to get dry, although in Madrid every- 
thing dries up very quickly. There is the last 
baby’s cot, with no draping, but lots of lovely 
linen. In distant corners are the simple white 
beds of the future King of Spain and of Princess 
Beatrice, 

Prettiest, Brightest, Never-Could Be King. 

Prince Jaime has his own also there in a corner. 
Dear little Prince! Born deaf, of course he is 
dumb, put he is the prettiest and the brightest of 


the King’s children, and perhaps with modern 
treatment he may yet talk, even if his hearing is 
bad, 

This is the great sorrow of the Queen of Spain’s 
life. She often has a sad look upon her face that 
we used to attribute to that awful anarchist 
bomb thrown on her bridal carriage on her wed- 
ding day when both the King and herself miracu- 
lously escaped and more than fifty of her loyal 
subjects were killed. 

A year later the Prince of Austrias was born 
and he is a bright boy, full of life and 
health. Another year later came Prince Jaime, 
so Clever that he can read on every lip the ques- 
tion and make himself understood with the beau- 
tiful, expressive eyes one often sees jn dumb ani- 
mals. At first he was supposed to be entirely nor- 
mal, but he never could articulate, never started 
at -a sound, though he was almost too quick in 
understanding what his nurses wanted of him. 
By and by his parents consulted great doctors 
and discovered that he had one of the sad traits 
of the Bourbons—born deaf ard consequently 
dumb. 

Of course the German specialists hope eventu- 
ally to cure him, but he most Iikely will be more 
or less incapacitated to take the place of the pres- 
ent Prince of Austrias in case any extraordianry 
event should demand it. 

As matters stand at the present moment the 
throne of Spain would, after Alfonso XIII his son 
and heir@Alfonso XIV, pass once more into wom- 
an’s hands and Prnicess Beatrice, 3 years old now, 
could be Queen of Spain. She is a lovely little 
lady, with curly locks, and is quite her mother’s 
daughter—no ugly Hapsburg mouth, Everyone in 
the palace dotes upon her.

OF RESIDENCES 


After Successful Tests in 21 
Homes Laclede Co. Fixes Rate 
of 80 and 5oc a Thousand.

To encoufage the use of gas for heat- 
ing re the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
announced h special rate of 8 and 50 
cents a thousand cubic feet yesterday. 
The 60-cent rate will apply on all gas 
consumed in excess of 10,000 cubic feet 
a month, and the 80-cent rate on, the 
first 10,000 feet. 

Laclede Gas Light Co. made tests on 
the heating of 21 houses last winter. 


The experiments were successful and 
satisfactory, despite the severe winter, 
according to C. L. Holman, president. 
Next winter the company will be pre- 
pared to handle approximately 200 
houses, and if the experiments are sat- 
isfactory, the company will then en- 
deavor to introduce gas for heating on 
an extensive scale. The cost of heat- 
ing a house with gas will be slightly in 
excess of the cost of heating it with 
hard coal at $8 a ton, Holman says, but 
the cleanliness and convenience of the 
gas will more than pay the difference. 
“Our new rate will apply on gas con- 
sumed for house heating only,’’ said 
Holman to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“While gas for house heating will 
cost a little more than hard coal, thé 
consumer saves on janitor service, 
cleaning, ash hauling and many other

WOMEN IN BOILER 
ROOM TOUR FIND 
SMOKE IS ABATED 


Gowns Soiled, but They Don’t 
Mind That for They Prove 
Sky Can Be Cleared. 


CLIMB INTO ENGINE~CAB 


Mrs. C. C. Allen, Mrs. F. G. 
Eaton and Miss Cornelia Fish- 
er Make Inspection. 


Smoke abatement is possible with de- 
vices now on the market, in the opinion 


of Mrs. Charles Claflin Allen of 8727 
Westminster place, Mrs. Francis G. 
Eaton of 8) Vandeventer place and Miss 
Cornelia Fisher of 3322A Magnolia ave- 
nue, women of social prominence Wno 
made a tour through hot boiler rooms of 
factories and even invaded an engine 
cab in the Terminal Railroad yards in 
their quest for smokeless flues. 

Mrs. Allen teld a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that they were glad they nad 
made the trip, although their guwns and 
gloves, and even their faces, gave evi- 
dence that they had not spent the after- 
noon at a tea. 

The three women have been active in 
the Women’s Smoke-Abatement Teague 
for the past two years, Mrs. Allen he- 
ing now acting president and Miss Fish- 
er secretary of the league. 

Evidences of Success, 

Accompanied by Robert G. Speer of 
6020 Minerva avenue, they spent Toes- 
day afternoon viewing evidences of the 
success of the two years’ campaign 
against emoke. 

The party first went in an aatomobfe 
to the plant of the Banner Rubber Co., 
600 Bittner street, where smoke consum- 
ers weré installed several weeks ago. 
The party visited the boiler and en- 
gine rooms, where there was fire under 
one boiler, and, although the engineer 
had up full steam, Mrs. Allen says, no 
smoke could be detected. 

They then visited the Superior Laun- 
dry Co., 174 Seuth Eighteenth street, 
where they again edged thelr way be- 
tween hot boilers and made @ careful 
examination of the boilers, ¢mokestack 
and the smoke consumers. Both boilers 
were under full steam and the furnaces 
were fed while the women watched for 
smoke, but they say that none issued 
frem the stack. The engineer explained 
the working of the device insta)led, 
which, he said, caused the smoke to be 
turned back threugh the flame time 
after time until all the carbon in it 
was consumed, and no noticeable smoke 
issued from the stack. 3 

Makes Saving in Ceal. 

Mrs. Allen said the engineer at the 
Banner plant had told her he thought 
the smoke consumer made a saving of at 
least one-half a ton of coal a day. 

The places they had visited were well- 
kept boiler rooms, but the women were 
next te encounter an engine cab. They 
visited Union Station and passed cut 
into the railroad yards to an engine 
waiting to take out a suburban train. 
It was equipped with a sm%ke con- 
sumer similar te the ones the women 
had seen in the boiler rooms. 

Mrs. Allen saw a little smoke coming 
from the stack of the engine, but she 
says it was a mere trifle and that if an 
engine does not make any more smoke 
than that one, there could be no com- 
plaint. 

She at first attempted to view the de- 
vice from the ground, but it was within 
the cab, and, with the assistance of she 
escert, she mounted the steps and made 
an examination. The engineer had not 
expected visitors and there was some 
coal strewn on the floor of the cab. 
Mrs. Allen’s gloves, as well as those if 
the others who followed her, were sujled 
by the coal dust on the hand-holds. 

Benefits From Consumers. 

“We had a very enjoyable trip,” Mrs. 
Allen said. “Of course, a trip like that 
gets one’s clothes dirty, and eur gloves 
were anything but clean when we re- 
turned. However, we didn’t mind that 
in the least. 

“Wie saw that great headway had 
been made in smoke abatement, though 
I must confess I have not noticed any 
great diminution in the amount of 
smoke throughout the city. We learned 
positively, however, that smoke can be 
abated, and engineers told us they 
were saving money fer their employers 
by the use of smoke consumers. It will 
enly be a question of time until all 
users of coal, manufacturers and 
householders alike, will mrealize the ben- 
efit, not only from the standpoint of 
cleanliness, but from a financial stand- 
point, In the use ef smoke consumers.”

While Jerome B. Selleck, secretary of 
the Verguene Realty Co., was making 
merry last night as a member of the 
Entertainment Cammittee of an excur- 
sion of the Moose Lodge on the steam- 
boat Grey Wagle, his fermer wife, who 
left his handsome residence in Univer- 
sity City to elope with Rudolph Jen- 
nings, a gambler, was shot and killed 
by Jennings in a saloon in Detroit. Jen- 
nings then shot himself twice and is 
net expected to live. 

Selleck was married In 1906 and he 
and his wife lived in 8St..Louls four 


years. Her beauty, of the dashing 
type, attracted Jennings, who, accord- 
ing to Ellroy V. Selleck, an attorney 
and a’ brother of Jerome Selleck, lav- 
i#hed censiderable sums of money upon 
her. 

Bhe fled with Jennings in 1916. Sel- 
leck obtained a divorce in January, this 
year, at Clayton, his brother acting 
as his lawyer. 

Decree Obtained by Default. 

A decree was obtained by default, the 
charge being desertion. Attorney Sel- 
leck said last night that, Jennings would 
have been mentioned as corespondent 
had the plaintiff known his real name. 
According to the gambler 


nings, Harry L. S9rague and Timothy 
O'Sullivan. Sellech® said his brother 
also shrank from the publicity which 
might h&ve resulted from naming a co- 
respondent. 

Dispatces from Detroit stated that 
Jennings and the former Mrs. Selleck 
went to a saloon on Brush street la‘e 
yesterday afternoon and quarreled, he 
accusing her of having planned to leave 
him. He attempted repeatedly to per- 
suade her to go with him into a private 
room adjoining the bar, and finally suc- 
ceeded. The door scarcely had closed on 
them when twe shots were heard. She 
was fatally wounded, the buliets hav- 
ing pierced her neck, and she died in an 
ambulance on the way to St. Mary’s 
Hospital. 

Jennings then shot himself twice in 
the head with the revolver. He was 
conscious when he reached the hospital, 
and declared that whisky and the wom- 
an’s decision to leave him had mad- 
dened him. He was not told that his 
companion was dead, and begged for her 
to be sent to him. 

Tried to Reform Her, He Says, 

“I tried to reform her,” he said, “but 
it was no use. She insisted on leav- 
ing me. The rest was whisky. This 
will kfll my parents. Don’t tell them.” 

Jennings’ parerits live at 924 Glenn 
street, Quincy, Tl, and he said that 
he formerly resided at 1428 Locust: 
street, St. Louis. At that address jast 
night the residents said they knew no 
one of his name. 

Mrs. Selleck was known in Detroit 
as Gladys Walker, and was identified 
by a letter, dated two years ago, in 
which the real estate man wrote of his 
intention to apply for a divorce, Sel-: 
leck has a suite of offices in the Times 
Building. 

Bllroy Selleck, at whose residence, 
83 Amherst place, University City, his 
brother, Jerome, lives, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“Jerome is away on a boat excur- 
sion and has not yet returned. His 
wife was Isabel La Kalsea, daughter of 
a well-to-de wholesale grocer in To- 
ledo, O. 

“They were married six years ago. 
She was a@ very beautiful woman, and 
they lived happily for four years. She 
took a prominent part im the social life 
of University City. 

“Then Jennings came into her life 
and broke up her home. He spent large 
gums of mgney on her, and finally, two 
years ago, she ran away with him. She 
was only 26 years old. 

Traced Them to Tolede 

“My brother traced them tc Toledo 
and found them together in a summer 
garden there. Jennings drew a revolver 
and threatened to kill Jerome. I am 
not surprised that the affair has ended 
in bloodshed. 

“My brother got a divorce by default 
on Jan. 18 last at Clayton, charging de- 
sertion. Jennings would have been 
named as correspondent had we known 
his réal name and had we not wished

Protzmann told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he would demand ut Tues- 
day’s meeting that the City Council in- 
vestigate the statements and his action 
in inquiring into the merits of the bill 
as a member of the Public Improve- 
ments Committee. 

Report Demanded by Oviatt. 

The production of the letters followed 
a demand Friday by Dan W. Oviatt, a 
member of the House of Delegates, that 
Protzmann agree to a favorable report 
on the platform bill. Oviatt told Protz- 
mann that if he failed to make such a 
report he would make public a copy of 
the letter written by Cathey concerning 
his solicitation of business, according 
to Protzmann, 

“IT told Oviatt to crack his whip, as 
I would refuse to recommend a re- 
port,”’ Protgmann said yesterday. 

The letters given out by Protzmann 
follow:

Dear Sir:: About two weeks ago 
Mr. William Protzmann, who, I be- 
lieve, is & member of the Puwblic 
Improvements Committee, of which 
you are chairman, called on me in 
reference to a bill that is in your 
committee. 

The object of this bill was to per- 
mit us to erect and maintain a small 
loading platform adjoining our fac- 
tory on Howard street, specifica- 
tions of which were set forth in the 
bill. 

After explaining to Mr. Protz- 
mann just what we desired in this 
small platform, and showing him 
that it could not possibly interfere 
with the convenience of the public, 
he assured me that there could be 
no Objection to the bill, and while 
I do not recall whether he made me 
a direct promise, he certainly left 
me with the impression that he 
would recommend its passage. 

In view of these facts, I was as- 
tonished to learn that he failed to 
recommend its passage, and that the 
session adjourned without taking 

‘ any action on the bill. 


Remark About Oviatt Made. 

In the course of my conversation 
with Mr. Protzmann as° he was 
about to leave, I inadvertently — re- 
ferred to the fact that Mr. D. W. 
Oviatt had been kind enough to 
have this bill introduced in the 
House for us. Whereupon he made 
some remark regarding Mr, Oviatt, 
which, at the time, indicated to me 
that he was not favorably impressed 
with that knowledge. 


I attached no particular signifi- 
cance to his remark, however, un- 
til he handed me his card, from 
which I noted that he was in the in- 
surance business. and therefore a 
business competitor of Mr. Oviatt, 
who, by the way, has been writing 
our fire insurance for quite a long 
time, and before he was ever 
thought of as a member of the 
House. 

Do you think it possible that the 
fact of our having no _ insurance 
business to offer Mr. Protzmann 
could have had any influence to- 
wards causing him to undergo such 
a complete change of mind as to re- 
port the bill unfavorably? 


If so, I am indeed sorry, as I 
would regret to think that a heavy 
taxpayer like ourselves, a manu- 
facturing institution which dis- 
tributes over $100,000 per year to 
the laboring classes of St. Louis, 
would be expected to extend) per- 
sonal favors to members of our 
Municipal Assembly in order to 
be permitted these Httle conven- 
lences which in no way encroach 
upon the public rights, and which 
I am sure would be granted with- 
out question, if all of your mem- 
bers were familiar with the con- 
ditions. 

In fact, we do not feel that 
we are asking any special fa- 
vor of the city in a permit for 
this small loading platform, as 
it will be insignificant, in com- 
parison to the privileges enjoyed 
by other factories on both sides 
of us.

Andrew P. Corder’s Daughter 
Declares Attack on Parent 
Duésto a Feud.

NO CHANCE FOR RECOVERY 





Divorced Husband of Wounded 
Man’s Wife Arrested, De- 
nies Complicity. 





As Anderson P: Corder, a vrakeman 
for the Cotton Belt Railroad, ‘was weik- 
ing north on Taylor avenue, between 
Gibson and Chouteau avenues, at 9 
o'clock last night, a southbound vehicle, 
said by some to have been a buggy and 
by others to have been a wagon with a 
buggy top, suddenly veered to the east 
curbstone and pulled up at his side. 
From the vehicle sprang a man who 
shot Corder in the left temple. Then 
the assassin leaped in the buggy, in 
which two other men were riding. It 
dashed away at a gallop, turning into 


Manchester avenue and disappearing to 
the west. 

At 1 o’clock this morning Eugene H. 
Burrough, of 429 Chouteau avenue, the 
divorced husband of Corder’s wife, was 
arrested by detectives in the yards of 
the. Frisco railroad at Tower Grove Sta- 
tion. He declared that he had been 
continuously at work since 7 o’clock 
yesterday evening, but was held for in- 
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vestigation. He is 31 years old and a 
switchman. 

Corder was taken to the 
pital, where it was said at midnight 
that he would die. He was identified 
by papers in a satchel which he carried. 
He lives at 4468 Arco avenue, near the 
scene of the attack, with his wife and 
two daughters, aged 18 and 19 years. 

At the sound of the shot residents of 
the neighborhood rushed out and found 
Corder on the sidewalk. A riot call for 
the police was sent in and was answered 
by a dozen patrolmen from the Mag- 
nolia street district. They obtained no 
trace of the mysterious vehicle. 


In Corder’s pocket was found a 
commission signed by J. C. Philpot, 
Sheriff of Jefferson County, Arkan- 
sas, and appointing Corder a deputy 
sheriff in that county. It was dated 
Oct. 31, 1908. There was also a letter 
from the Casualty Insurance Co. of 
Chicago, which seemed to have been 
written in reply to an inquiry from 
Corder and which quoted rates on 
various kinds of policies. 


Daughter Calls It a Feud. 

According to the police, one of Cor- 
der’s daughters declared: 

“This is the result of a feud be- 
tween families. Ve suspect a man 
who threatened to kill father.” 

It was reported that one woman was 
an eyewitness of the attack, but the 
police did not learn her name. Neigh- 
bors said she was unable to give a de- 
scription of the three men in the ve- 
hicle. 

Corder had left his home and was 
about to board a street car on -Chouteau 
avenue. In his satchel was a paper 
showing that his watch had been ex- 
amined by an inspector for the Cotton 
Belt and had been found &% seconds 
slow. 

Corder was on his way to the Union 
Station to take a Cotton Belt train which 
left at 10:15 o'clock. Shortly before that 
time Mrs. Corder called the station. by 
telephone and asked whether he had 
arrived. She was told that he had@ not 
and her informant heard her scream 
and the clatter of the receiver ag she 
dropped it.

There was some comment today over 
the fact that William L. Ward of New 
York, and Senator Borah of Idaho, who 
led the Roosevelt fight at the opening 
sessions of the Republican National 
Committee, were absent from today’s 
meeting of that body. 

Senator Borah said tonight: “The 
Ninth Alabama and the Fifth Arkansas 
were the only contests held thus far, 
which, in my opinion, had any merit.

Mead of Vermont today threw his hat 
into the vice-presidential ring of the 
Chicago convention, being the first an- 
nounced candidate for second place on 
the Republican national ticket, except.

With the formal annouvuncement of 
Mead’s candidacy friends of other pro- 
minent Republicans began to urge their 
favorite’s claims to the vice-presidential 
Nomination.

WHEN BATTLESHIP. 
HITS SUBMARINE 


French Vessel Vendemaire Is 
Cut in Two During Maneuvers 
at Cherbourg. 


SIXTH “OF: FLEET... LOST 
Diver ‘Appeared Unexpectedly 


Under Prow of the Big 
Surface Ironclad.

CHERBOURG, France, June 8&.—The 
subbmarine Vendemiaire was cut in 
two and sunk by the battleship St. 
Louis during the maneuver off this 
coast this morning. Lieut. Frioul and 
his crew of 25 men were drowned. 

The accident occurred between Au- 
rigny Island and Cape Hague, in the 
Race of Alderney, where violent tidal 
currents prevail. 

The battleship was steaming quietly 
when the Vendemiaire appeared right 
under her bows. There was no time to 
avoid a collision, and the next moment 
the stem of the St. Louis struck the 
submarine with terrific force, driving 
the latter below the surface. 

The engines of the warship had been 
quickly reversed, but when she was 
brought to a stop the submarine hed 
disappeared and only a threshing of the 
waters showed where the under-the-s 
surface fighter had gone down. 

The Vendemiaire was commanded by 
Lieut. Prioul, and is the sixth French 
vessel of her class to be sunk. She was 
launched July 7, 1910, and was the ninth 
vessel of the Pluviose type added to the 
French Navy. She was 167 feet in 
length, with a beam of 16 fest. 


STREET CARS STONED 
BY STRIKE RIOTERS 


Part of Service Is Abandoned 
at Nightfall | 


Boston. 


BOSTON, June 8.—With the coming of 
darkness tonight rioting in connection 
with the strike of the employes of the 
Boston Elevated Railroad system, which 
began yesterday, was resumed. Early in 
the evening the company decided to 
abandon its surface car service for the 
night as a precautionary measure. 

When the surfaco cars were removed 
from the streets the rioters turned their 
attention to the elevated trains in many 
sections of the city. With the Oak Street 
incline, where elevated trains enter and 
emerge from the subway, cars were 
stoned and several passengers had nar- 
row escapes from serious injury. 

Similar conditidbns exist at Charleston 
to a. lesser. extent. The first serious 
outbreak of the night was reported in 
Cambridge, where a mob of nearly a 
thousand held up a trolley car, dragged 
the conductor and motorman off and 
tried to tip the car over into the street.

WASHINGTON, , June 8.—President 
Taft has concluded that the following 
policies must be included in the plat- 
form adopted at Chicago in the event 
of his renomination: 

The placing under civil service of 
all postmasters, collectors of internal 
revenue, collectors of customs and 


¢ommissioners of immigration. 

The establishment of an unlimited 
parcel post. A permanent tariff 
board or commission. International 
peace and arbitration. A two-battle- 
ship program for the United States 
navy. 

Reduction of the tariff, but only 
in’ accordance with data furnished 
by tariff board or commission. 

Retirement law for civil service 
employes. 

The President has in hand several 
other propositions, which he terms as 
progressive in character, but he has not 
as yet determined how far he wishes 
to pledge himself and the Republican 
party in their behalf. 

James Williams, a delegate to the 
Chicago convention from Arizona, who 
was former Civil Service Commissioner, 
conferred with the President this morn- 
ing. He will carry to Chicago with him 
the plank calling for the placing of 
collectors of internal 
revenue, collectors of customs and com- 
missioners of immigration under civil 
pervice and present it as the Presi- 
dent’s plank. 

Denunciation of the recall for judges 
and judicial decisions. Liberal appropri- 
ations for irrigation of arid lands in 
West and Southwest are under consid- 
eration.

Conqueror of Carl Morris Has 
Punch, Strength, Courage 
and Endurance. 


MAKES’ GOOD IMPRESSION 


His Next Bout Will Be in the 
| East Against Tim Logan, 
June 19, 


St. Louisans had a brief giilmpse of 
Luther McCarty here Thursday, when 
the 20-year-old youth, who slew the 
ambition and prospects of Carl Morris 
by dropping him for the count at Spring- 
field, passed through St. Louis, on his 
way East to meet Tim Logan, June 
19, at Philadelphia. 

The glimpse was very much to the 
impressionistic, as McCarty stopped but 
four hours in the city. He did not 
work out while here, so no opportunity 
was afforded to see what this new 
fighting machine looks like in action. 

But in his street clothes he certainly 
makes an impression. His height above 
sea level is 6 feet 4 and that altitude 
is not all he possesses is shown by his 
photographs, which indicate he is heavi- 
ly muscled all over with good under- 
pinning to support a sper ipeascciys up- 
per structure. 

Ran Away When a Years Old, 

That he is ‘‘game,’’ his life history, 
full of adventure and wandering, young 
in years though he is, vouches. Thrown 
on his own resources at the age of 12, 
he has been by turns cowboy, pros- 
pector, seaman and advertising man. 
Hard knocks were plentiful, but it was 
not until he was 21 years of age that 
he thought about entering the profes- 
sional fight game. Then, ‘‘strapped,’’ 
he went on as substitute for Yank Ken- 
ny, Jan. 1911, against a Canadian 
champion, Watt Adams. McCarty’s 
sheer physical power and tremendous 
punching ability battered his opponent 
out in the second round. 

Adams took a fancy to McCarty and they 
toured Canada together. McCarty was a 
success *from the jump, as his record of 
knockouts shows. McCarty’s campaigning 
should have given him the necessary con- 
fidence in himself, althouzh he was said to 
be the owner of a large, broad, yellow streak 
which would forever prevent his rising to 
greatness. 

However that may be, his manager, 
McCarney. vouches for his 
courage. : 

McCarty has little to say for himself, 
contenting himself with letting his manager 
do the megaphcening. If he has ever known 
hardship it does not appear. He is stylish- 
ly garbed and unlined in visage. The hol- 
lows of his cheeks are merely those of ex- 
cellent physical condition and due to severe 
training. 

McCarty has been working hard with the 
“fighting ghost,’’ negro Jeff Clarke, the Jop- 
lin light heavyweight. Clarke is a -scrapper 
of some merit and experience, well thought 
of by the Joplin fans. At Springfield he 
taught McCarthy all the tricks of the trade, 
and, McCarney says, improved the new 
“hope’s’’ style immensely. Probably it could 
stand improvement, for the lad had met 
only fourth and fifth raters in his career 
and could hardly puted picked up many of

Couldn’t ‘kia. McCarty, 

‘They tried to get this boy’s goat in the 
Carl Morris fight,’’ remarked McCarney.

Then Morris, when he en- 
tered the ring. walked over and told McCar- 
ty not to worry, that he would be easy on 
him.

Carty, but the latter got right back. 

** ‘Say.’ he replied, ‘don’t mind me, bur 
for heaven's sake get something to take the 
chill of Morris’ feet.’ ’’ 

McCarty’s future depends largely on his 
handling. His being pitted against some of 
those big Eastern heavies before he is tho- 
roughly seasoned may be bad for him, if his 
manager is really looking for anything more 
than a mere temporary pocket piece. 

There are some tough nuts among the East- 
erners, men like Stewart, Kennedy and Pal- 
zer, not to. mention the new colonist, Bom- 
bardier Wells. McCarney is dickering for 
matches with all these men and if his man 
did not beat Morris on the square, but on a 
“*fluke,"’ he is running grave risks of having 
his meal ticket punched. 

The chances are against McCarty’s being 
more than an average scrapper with a tre- 
mendous punch. That’s only one thing in 
the make-up of a champion.

MURDER CHARGE 


The Rev. Charles Emelius,. Luth- 
eran, Accused of Killing Man 
Whose Daughter He Mar- 


ried Later. 


NEW SWEDEN, Me., June 8—On @ 
charge of murder, the Rev. Charles 
Eimelius, a Lutheran minister, was 4r- 
rested here today. He is accused of 
having killed Edgar Jacobson, on June 
12, 1911. 

The local authorities at the time pro- 
nounced Jacobson’s death a case of sul- 
cide, but representatives of the Attor- 
ney-General’s office maintain that he 
was murdered. 

Emelius was taken to Presque Isle, 
where he will be given a hearing. A 
number of witnesses accompanied of-' 
ficers. Among them was Edgar Jacob- 
s0n, son of the dead man, who was ar- 
rested last April charged with having 
murdered his father, but was discharged 
after the grand jury had investigated 
his case. 

Emelius, who is about 30 years. old, 
Came to New Sweden a year and a half 
ago and assumed the pastorate of the 
Lutheran Church. Soon after Jacob- 
son's death Emelius moved to the neigh- 
boring town of Stockholm. Last fall he 
was married to Jacobson’s daughter. 

August Jacobson, a prosperous farm- 
er and leading citizen of New Sweden, 
which was founded by colonists from 
Sweden in 1870, was found dead in a 
clump of trees on his farm Jupe 12, 
1911. There were four bullet wounds 
in his body and beside it was a rifle. 
Nearby was a fishing rod, to which was 
attached a note written in pencil. The 
note, which was in Swedish, said’ that 
Jacobson had committed suicide.

Inability to spell “ten” correctly led 
to the arrest of three men yesterday 
who have been making $10 bills out 
of $6 bills by the 
ehemicals and dies.

Geo. Garst Jr., in Divorce Testi- 
mony, Declares She Had Mar- 
riage Certificate in Stocking. 





George Garst Jr., of 4210A Chippewa 
street, defendant in divorce proceed- 
ings brought by Louisa Garst, testified 
in Judge Kinsey's Court yesterday that 
his wife’s Hberality in supplying pro- 
visions to her relatives was one source 
of trouble. 

As an instance, he said he laid in 2% 
bushels of potatoes for his family of 
four, and in two months they had dis- 
appeared. ‘‘Neighbors told me,’’ Garst 
testified, ‘‘that my wife's relatives were 
being supplied, but I did not believe it 
until one day I caught her sister, Mrs. 
Emma Wilson, carrying away a basket 
of potatoes, two cans of corn, two cans 
of tomatoes and a bed sheet that Mrs. 
Garst had given her. This occurred 
while we were living at 4729 Varrelman 
avenue.” 

Children Placed in Asy!um. 

The Garsts were married Jan. 4, 196, 

and separated Aug. 28, 1911. They have 
two children. In her petition Mrs. Garst 
alleged that Garst choked and beat 
her on various occasions, and that he 
associated with other women. She said 
he took the two children from _ her 
shoftly before the separation, and 
placed them in St. Joseph’s Orphan 
Asylum at Belleville, Ill. They were 
there two months before she got them 
back through a habeas corpus suit, she 
said. 
Garst admitted that he took the chil- 
dren, explaining he thought his wife 
contemplated similar action, and that 
he would anticipate her in it. He de- 
nied her charges of cruelty and other 
accusations. According to his testi- 
mony, she caused his arrest seven or 
eight times on charges of assault and 
battery and wife abandonment, but he 
was discharged each time. 

He Disturbed Wife's Caller. 
After the separation he said she went 
» live at 8543 Missouri avenue. At that 
place, he alleged in his cross bill, she 
permitted men to call. 

“One time when I went there to see 
the children,”’ he told the Court, “T 
found a man in the house talking to my 
wife. He knew me, and left when he 
saw me, saying to my wife, “Well, Mrs. 
Garst, I'll be back tomorrow and at- 
tend to that job of whitewashing the 
walls.’ ”’ 

Garst recited as an indignity his 
wife’s efforts to keep their marriage 
license hidden from him. He said 
he wanted to have it framed, but she 
objected and carried it around in 
her stocking. In Mrs. Garst’s ab- 
sence he found the document in her 
Missourt avenue apartments. He ex- 
hibited it to the court with other 
documents he said he found there. 
On cross-examination Garst was 
asked whether he had offered Henry 
Barcelo $100 and a political job at 
the city hall to compromise Mrs. 
Garst. The husband said he made | 
no such offer. The wife denied the 
statements of her husband about her.

UF QUARRELS WITh 
DAUGHTER-IN-LAW 


Mother of Divorce Defendant, y 
Herself Divorcee, Says Dis- 
cussions Were Bitter. 





DISAGREED OVER LINEN 


Witness Testifies Her Use of 
Family Name Was Opposed 
by. Mrs. Cecile Foster. 





Mrs. Foster, 4650 South 
Broadway, whose son, James F. Fos- 
ter, is defendant in a divorce suit, 
testified in his behalf yesterday after- 
noon that one reason for the family 
troubles was that the daughter-in- 
law objected to the mother-in-law’s 
use of the family name. 


The young Mrs. Foster, according to 
the mother, thought the elder woman 
should go by tne name o her second 
husband, Frederick Meyer, whom she 
had divorced, rather than by the name 
of her first husband, Foster. The 
court which gave her the decree, the 
witness testified, restored to her the 
first husband’s name. 


Feared Mail Vould Be Mixed. 

Mrs. Mary Foster told the court 
that Mrs. Cecile Foster, the daughter- 
in-law complained there was likely 
to be confusion at having two Mrs. 
Fosters in one house and that they 
would get their mail mixed. The wit- 
ness added that several times the 
daughter-in-law opened mail that 
rightfully belonged to the elder 
woman. 

So. bitter was this discussion, the 
mother went on, that she suggested 
that all letters addressed to both 
women should be _ turned over to 
James Foster and that he should de- 
cide which belonged to his mother 
and which to his wife. She did not 
say whether this suggestion was 
adopted. 

There were several other quarrels, the 
elder woman said, hinging about the 
suit to divorce Meyer, which was filed 
in 19099. The witness declared Mrs. 
Cecile Meyer had made unpleasant re- 
marks about the case and hinted that 
if she told what she knew no decree 
would be granted. 

Friday the husband testified that his 
wife had deserted him eight times. Yes- 
terday Mrs. Mary Foster gave what she 
said was the cause of some of the sepa- 
rations. Once the daughter-in-law got 
angry and left, she testified, because 
the mother-in-law had put all the tow- 
els in the laundry and the younger 
woman couldn’t find one when she 
wanted it. 

To a quarrel as to which one of them 
made spots on fresh table linen the 
mother attributed another separation. 
Another row was Over a garden, the wit- 
ness declaring Mrs. Cecile Foster ex- 
pressed a wish for a garden, but re- 
fused to help take care of one. 


Compelled to Read Letters. 

Friday Foster was compelled to read 
to the Judge extracts from letters his 
wife had written to him. In one of 
them she said: “I never realized untf! 
now how much I love you. Take me 
back, Jim, and I will forget the past.”’ 

Another time she wrote: “I don’t mind 
your neglecting me, but I don’t see how 
you can stay away from your child. I 
ask you to forgive me for any pain I 
have caused you.’’ Still another time 
she said: “You'll never regre: giving 
me another chance. I am so unhappy 
and miserable.’’ 

The husband’s voice was composed as 
he read these letters. When he had 
finished he said, in answer to a question, 
that his wife had remained away from 
him against his will.’’ 

The case was continued to Monday.

The indications are that her rcost'v 
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doubtedly been caved in by the water. Probably 
she had not sunk very far before her 2000 glass 
windows cracked under the pressure of the 
water. Boilers, airtight cylinders and compart- 
ments filled with air were crushed and water 
took the place of air everywhere. The ship 
carried thousands of bottles of champagne, wine 
and other liquids. These have al] been mashed 
to pieces. All of the cans containing food in 
her commissary have been crushed open. 

If the ship Jies upon her keel, everything in- 
side her that will float and was not fastened 
down, such as chairs and tables, is floating 
against the ceilings. The more fragile articles, 
such as glassware, have probably been broken. 

The question arises a8 to whether the Titanic 
has sunk forever from the sight of men, or 
whether, with the appliances of modern science, 
she could be raised; and also, whether divers 
could recover anything from the hull. 

With the departure of the Minia from the 
scene of the Titanic disaster, the final] effort was 
made to recover anything from the unfortunate 
ship. No part of the ship or of its contents will 
be recovered except such buoyant things about 
her &g may be freed by the vagaries of deep sea 
currents and which might find their own way to 
the surface, drift into the range of a passing 
steamer and be picked up. 

As for the ship itself, she is thousands of feet 
below the greatest depth to which a diver could 
penetrate. No ship that has ever sunk at sea 
has been raised. Some that have foundered near 
shore and have been wholly or partly submerged,, 
or that have sunk in some harbor have been 
brought to the surface. ' 

Greatest of these was the battleship Maine. 
blown up in,Havana harbor. She sunk in 45 
feet of water and the problem of raising her was 
of such magnitude that even the resources of 
the United States Government seemed for years 
unequal to the task. When the demand that she 
be raised so that her drowned seamen might be 
given decent burial became compelling, the en: 
gineers of the Government finally devised the 
coffer dam system, which made possible the 
raising of the steamer and her later burial in 
the deep sea waters from which it would be im- 
possible to raise her. | 

The Titanic, according to the United States 
Hydrographic Bureau, sank in qa part of the 
ocean where there is a depth of two miles. A 
diver cannot work in comfort at a greater depth 
than 50 feet. At that depth, even with a pres- 
sure of about 25 pounds, he is uncomfortable. 
The maximum depth at which he can work at 
all is 120 feet, and then only for very brief 
etretches.

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HISTORIC DESIGNS FOR NEW IRISH FLAG} 


W that there is a chance of Ireland 

ppt mont a “nation once again,” many 

patriots are discussing the pattern of 

flag which will fly over the Parlia- 

ment buildings in College Green, and 

alj the other seats of the Irish Gov- 
ernment. This may seem a trifling detail, but 
ln) every country, even including the new Repub- 
lic of China, the flag is the emblem of the nation, 
and in most it has a definite historic significance, 
the cclors or heraldic devices which it bears hav- 
ing a distinct meaning. 

Nine lrishmen out of ten, 1r asxec what the na- 
tional flag of Ireland is, might reply, ‘““The harp 
without the crown,” meaning the golden Celtic 
harp on a green ground, which is flown so uni- 
versally by the Irish today. Most of them believe 
that this has always been Ireland’s flag, but the 
fact is that as flags go it is a mere upstart. 

It first made its appearance In 1798, when it 
was adopted by the United Irishmen, and it is 
said they chose green because it is a blend of 
orange and blue, to typify the union of the North 
and South. 

There is a story, unauthenticated, however, that 
Owen Doe O'Neill used this flag in the seven- 
teenth century, but against that is the testimon) 
of Cromwell’s soldiers, who described the irisl 
flag atth t time asa red cross on a golden ground 
The harp was used by English kings from the time 
of Henry VIII to typify Ireland. 

In point of antiquity the most -espectable Irish 
flag is the “spear and serpent” which appears in 
the arms of the O’Sullivans. Next to that comes 
the flag of Fionn MacCumhall’s militia, the golden 
sunburst on a blue ground, and the weight of opin- 
ion seems to favor this as the true national flag. 
Blue, indeed, was always Ireland's color until 1798, 
and the “sunburst,” with its significance of the 


rebirth of nationhood and prosperity, is now con- 


sidered appropriate. 

There are a num’? of ether flags, however, 
which have figured in Irish history, and all have 
their stpporter~. One of the most popular is the 
three golden crowns on a blue ground, which fig- 
ures now in the arms of the Province of Munster. 
This was accepted after the Normen invasion in 
1170 as the flag of Ireland, the three crowns typi- 
fying the three kingdoms of Desmond, Ormond

These cases of the victorious prowess of the 
winged god's arrows cannot but cause specula- 
tion as to the future of Mrs. Madeleine Force 
Astor, widow of Col. John Jacob Astor, the pro- 
visions of whose will ma e her “the most inter- 
esting young woman in the country.” Hig testa- 
ment bestows ")on her the income from $5,000,000 
for life and the tenancy of ihe Astor town house. 
at Sixty-fifth street and Fifth avenue, new York, 
on condition that she does not remarry. She re- 
ceived outright the relative pin-money sum of 
only $100,000. To this is to be added her ante- 
nuptial settlement, which has been estimated at 
from $200,000 to $2,000,000, with the probability

Now, $5,000,000 is no contemptible sum. al- 
though it may seem to talk small in these days 
of the Croesus-like fortunes of a Rockefeller and

commonwealth would receive about $1.50. 

The earning power of this sum is almost stag- 
gering. At 6 per cent it will return $3°0,000 a 
year, or nearly $1000 a day. Every time the sec- 
ond hand of a watch ma’es its round of one min- 
ute something like $1 is added to Mrs. Astor’s in- 
come. The artisan earning $5 a day would have 
to toil 200 days in order to obtain what is auto- 
matically added to the young widow's wealth 
every 24 hours. Her small white hand therefore 
wields the power of 200 ablebodied and skilled 
workingmen, the estimate being based on her 
income alone, and not on the principal. 

Wili love, in time to come, disarm her of this 
formidable weapon of wealth? she is only 21 
years old. She had been married but seven 
months when the Titanic disaster suddenly made 
her a widow. “Love is to man a thing apart; 
‘tis woman’s whole existence.” Will she, in the 
flower of her youth, condemn herself to life- 
long widowhood? On the other hand, can she 
consent to relinquish $5,000.000? 

Confronted by a similar alternative, two Amer- 
ican women have won a losing fight for great 
sums of money by wedding the men of their 
choice. A few wee''s ago Mrs. James A. Gar- 
land, a beautiful young widow of Boston, for- 
feited $900,000, producing an income of $70,000 a 
year, to marry Francis Cushing Green of New 
York. Last October Mrs. Mary Corling Dunlop 
of Virginia sacrificed $1,950,000 in order to wed 
Archibald Montgomery McCrea. 

Six years ago James A. Garland, a wealthy 
Bostonian, died, leaving a widow and five chil- 
dren. He devised an estate of nearly $1,000,000 
to his wife, but the bequest had the following 
proviso: 

“I further will that the de- 
cease of my said wife or upon her remarriage, if 
she shall remarry, stand 
seized and possessed of my said trust estate upon 
trust for the efit of my children and their 
issue.”’ 

As financial adviser for the widow, the testator 
appointed Francis Cushing Green, a cuuunood 
friend of the widow and the son of the late Com- 
mander Francis M. of the United States

fore her wedding to Green, “and I am willing to 
give up not only $1,000,000 but $10,000,000 for 
love. Money ien’t everything, and love is.” 

“tT have always admired Mrs. Garland since 
we were children,” said Green 

“Mrs. Garland has made a great sacrifice to 
marry Mr. Green,” said a Boston lawyer, one of 
the trustees of the Garland estate. “It is a 
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Mrs. John Jacob Astor.

When she was 19 years old she 
discharged her lezion of youthful suito s and 
wedded David Dunlop Sr., a millfonaire tobacco 
marufecturer, who had a grown son by his first 
mairiage. They had three daughters, the eldest 
of whom, Mary Mercer Dunlop, is pow 16 years 
old. The youngest child, now 9 years oid, was 
born just before the death of her father. 

Dunlop had won a fortune of something like 
$3,000,000, which, by his will, was diviced bhe- 
tween the widow and his son, she receiving about 
$1,950,000 in cash, stocks and bonds. But, as in 
the Garland will, there was a string tied to the 
widow’s bequ’t.

“If my wife, Mary Corling Dunlop, should marry 
again after my death, tlen | direct that all the 
property, both real and personal, which I have

Theretore it ought to be really surprising to 
the gentry of the older states to know that Kan- 
Sas, & State only a little past 61 years old, has 
lost clese to 2000 towns in that period, while 
some seven or eight hundred other geographical 
designationg have disappeared. 

It is not known yet just how many lost towns 
there are in Kansas. The number known ex: 
ceeds 1500, and there are many more. 

There are more than two hundred townships 
where the nam »s have been changed and some 
thirty Kansas counties now go under an entirely 
different name than they had when the county 
Was organized. 

George W. Martin, secretary of the Kansas 
Historical Society, has started the work of com- 
piling a list of all the lost geographical desizgna- 
| tons in Kansas. He has sent to the County 
Clerk of ach county a bian’ to be filled in with 
the list of towns und 
appeared, the ‘ocaiious. 
and why they disappeared 

This record will be a part of the next volume 
of the historical society records and will cover 
about sixty printed pages.

Kansas towns are disappearing every year, and 
disappearing rapidly. If one will take a United 
States postal guide for 1945 and another for 1912, 
he will find hundreds of entries like the fol- 
lowing in the 1912 guide that were listed as real 
postoffices in the earlier: guide: 

“Nottingham, discontinued, r. f. d. threugh 

Man!ato.” 

‘As it stands in the long lists of po:toffices es. 
tablished by the Government, this little notice 
means nothing to the casual observer. But it 
tells the shipping clerks of the mail-order houses 
how to route a pac*age of silk hose, and it tells 
the railway mail clerk how to get the package 
to the farmer’s daughter in the quickest possible 
time, To those who understand, it means the 
disappearance of a Kansas town. 

The rural routes are killing Kansas towns now 
faster than pitched battles for county seats, 
drouths, storms, fire or anything else. There 
are 105 countigs in Kansas and 80 of them have 
practically ie rural mail service. 

A Kansas county is, on the average, about 
thirty miles square. The county seat is in the 
center and there js a town from four to eight 
miles in every direction from the county seat. 
These towns formerly were postoffices. Now the 
rural routes go out in every direction from the 
county seats. Each route is about 27 miles long, 
so that they actually reach almost to the county 
line from the county seat, and they serve every 
farmer in that territory. 

Soon the Government found that it was useless 
i) maintain postoffices throughout the counties 
and aleo the rural mail routes, both serving the 
peopl» the Government stopped the 
postoffices and tue Postmaster closed up his store 
and moved away, as the farmers could get every- 
thing they whated from the county seat, and at 
lower prices.than the country merchant could 
a'ford to give. and the goods were delivered at 
the farmer’s door the morning after being or- 
dered. 

in the seven years since 4904 moré than two 
hundred Kansas towns have disappeafed entirely 
through the increasing rural mail xabee service, 
thet dtove out the country : and the 
country store.

Some counties have had no tcwus that disap- 
peared for any reason. Doniphan County has the 
largest number of towns that disappeared, and 
from a glance at that list of names of towns now 
not on the map and at the map of Kansas, show- 
ing the location of Doniphan County, one can 
easily guess why so many familiar numes are of 
tewns that a'e nv more. Doniphan County is in 
the extreme northeast corner of the state. 

The townsite boomers came from the East and 
every time the old Missouri River made a bend 
they saw a chance for building a great shipping 
cefter and trading post where the ranchmen 
wculd come for 500 miles with cattle and to get 
supplies, and where the wagon trains for the 
eold camps of the mountains would be fitted out. 
That accounts for Pittsburge, Buffalo, Evansville, 
Cincinnati, Charleston, Petersburg, $v and 
some of the other towns of that county that have 
disappea ed. They were started as rivals to the 
big shipping points on rivers and lakes, from 
which the Kansas names were taken, and it was 
expected that all of these towns would be fe 
important shipping centers along the Mis:our 
River as the orig'nal Eastern towns were im- 
portant to their territory. 

But the towns were established just after the 
war and many big wa-ehouses were built. Just 
about thet time, too, the railroads » can building 
and soon the river business diseppeared, and with 
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Map showing the crook tn the Rock Island line in Seward County, made to .-iss Spring- 
field, the town that would not vote bonds for it. 


it the towns eSiawlished along the river as ship- 
ping points, unless there was actual and legiti- 
mate need for tneir existence. 

Sumner was once a prosperous town in Atchi- 
son County. Only a blacksmith shop now re- 
mains. It once had a population of 1200 souls, 
but a tornado in 1860 wiped the town off the 
map, literally and figuratively, as there was not 
enough of the town left to build a small house, 
and it was never rebuilt. As far as the records 
ere available, this is the only Kansas town to be 
wiped out by the elements. 


Lack of Water Killed Aurora. ; 


The town of Aurora, in Coffey County, proba- 
bly had the most beautiful site available for a 
town in Kansas. It was on the top of a high 
hill, and this top was about half a mile square. 
From it could be seen the country for 30 miles 
in an unbroken view. The town was established 
and some 200 houses built while the townsite pro- 
moters were drilling for water. They drilled 
down more than a thousand feet and never found 
the least sign of water. The people hauled water 
for two miles fcr two years and then gave it up 
and moved their homes to other towns. 

St. John was the county seat of Decatur County 
at one time. Oberlin, about eight miles away, 
wanted the county seat, and one night the peo- 
ple of St. John were decoyed away from home on 
a prospective wolf hunt, and when they came 
back found their little frame. homes on wagons 
aud being driven across the prairie. Oberlin got 
the county seat and the St. John people, having 
been given building sites, decided there was no 
use fighting and they stayed in Oberlin. 

Rome was established in Ellis County as the 
headquarters of W. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill). He 
was then under contract to furnish so many hun- 
dred buffaloes to the Kansas Pacific Railroad 
each week as meat for the track workers. He 
made a camp at Rome, which later, beeame a divi- 
sion point and construction headguirters for the 
Kansas Pacific and at one time had a population 
Then a freshet washed away Fort 
Fletcher, farther north, and the Government es- 
tablished Fort Hays, one mile east of The 
business houses and residents catere1 -to the sol- 
dier trade began moving near Fort Hays 
and Hays was estabiisked. JI.en the rail- 
road division Was moved to Ellis and Rome disap- 
peared entirely. 

The town of Runnymede, in Harper County, 
hud the real romantic history of #1] the Kansas 
towns. In the early ’80s an Englishman settled 
or a ranch in Harper County. He named, bis 
ranch Runymede. There was much travel, and 
he built a large house and really ran a hotel for 
travelers into the Texas cattle country. 

A friend from the old country came and settled 
near by and the two hit upon a scheme of offer- 
ing to English Lords and rich men a chance 
to send their sons to Kansas to have a vacation, 
and also “‘to learn the rudiments of agriculture.” 
The price was $500 a year 


of 2000 people.

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The scions of the peers and wealthy houses of 
England came to Kansas, bringing their own polo 
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ponies and riding horses. With them came many 
other Englishmen, farmers and their families, 
and all settled near the town of Runnymede. The 
young rich men stayed at the hotel. They for- 
got all about farming the day they landed. as 
the broad prairies offered fine polo grounds and 
the coyotes were almost as good hunting as foxes 
in their native land. 

High jinks were carried on at the ranch every 
night. Demands for money to pay poker bets 
always brought quick responses from England 
when made in the guise of buying ranch lands, 
teams and tools, and when the agricultural learn- 
ing of the young scamp was properly explained 
to a doting father and mother at home. English 
farmer families continued to come to Runymede, 
until the town had a population of between three 
and four hundred 

The colony of Englishmen at the hotel was 
increased during the second year, and none went 
home. The young men were popular and enjoyed 
life, and there were great social doings in the 
county. Several love affairs with -ountry maid- 
ens were developed. Some ended bappily and 
others were broken off through masculine fickle- 
ness or parental objection from Englana. 

Then the hard times of 1890 came along. Crops 
failed. The burning sun and ot winds drove the 
young fellows back home Poor crops drove the 
real settlers to other sections and soon tha town 
was deserted. A church had been built and a 
rector imported from England to pold services. 
[It was moved to Harper Ister, and is still in use. 
Most of the other houses were moved into Okla- 
homa at the time the Cherokee Strip was opened. 

The town of Ladore, in Neosho Ceunty, had 
the hardest luck of any. It was located just 
right to '2 a prosperous community, in the midst 
of a fine farming country, and a railroad was 
being built tnrough it. The town ~z3 established 
by a man named Roach, and he kept a hotel for 
the railroad workmen.

shot at the swaying bodies. 

This was the end of Ladore, as the wives of 
merchants and railroad men refused to live there 
after. the hanging, and the town was moved 
three or four miles away and took a new name. 

There were half a dozen county-seat wars ip 
Western Kansas towns that resulted in the disap- 
pearance of the towns that lost. There was Chan- 
tilly, or Coronado, once called Omaha, that fought 
with Lakin for the county seat of Kearny Coun- 
ty. Several men were killed in fights, and finally 
Chantilly had to give up when the courthouse it 
bad built was burned down one night. 

Prebably the greatest fight of all was between 
Huguton and Woodsdale, in Stevens County. This 
fight resulted in the deaths of nearly a score of 
men on both sides, seven in one pitched battle 
between the Woodsdale and Huguton forces. It 
was Only a year ago tha. James Brennan was 
brought back to Stevens County to answer to the 
charge of murdering Col. Sam Wood, the founder 
ot Woodsdale and its hardest fighter. Wood was 
killed by Brennan during the course of the big 
fight, that was carried on for three years, every- 
one in the county taking sides and everyone go- 
ing armed and shooting fellows on the other side 
at sight. The death of Col. Sam Wood took the 
ginger out of the Woodsdale fellows and Huguton 
won out and Woodsdale disappeared entirely. 


No Railroad—No Town. 


The disappearance of a large number of Kan- 
sas towns was brought about by the failure to 
get railroads. Surveys for railroads were i:un 
through every county in the State and many towns 
Strang up along these surveys. In some cases 
the roads “were never built and the towns soon 
disappeared. 

Ta'e-a look at a map of Kansas. Down in 
Seward County there is the line of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific running southwestward 
and just above Liberal, Kan., there is a long 
crook in the road.’ Most people would suppose 
that the big curve was made to avoid some hilis 
ur Other obstructions. It really was made to 








avoid the town of Springfield. The crook has 
coat the Rock Island thousands of dollars in 
-oal and weter expenses and mileage, because the 
grade followed now is about the worst in South- 
west Kansas The company is talking now of 
building a cutoff and removing the big crook. 

At the time the Rock Island was building this 


line Springfield was the county seat of Seward~ 
County and the biggest town in Southwest Kan- ~ 


sas. Everyone expected the Rock Island to bulid 
through it, and the railroad expected to do se 
tco. and ran its surveys through f&pringfield.

The Rock Island officlais said “All right,” 
changed the survey at once and turned almost 
directly south into Oklahoma, instead of going 
on southwestward. It established the town of 
Liberal, made it a division point, and it is now 
the county seat. This accounts for the big crook 
in the Rock Island line near Arkalon.

of John D, Rockefeller, but when the oil magnate 

decided to establish the researth institute in 
New York,.Dr, Carrel was culled to the Hast. 

Dr. Carrel had an idea that the life and 
velopment of tissues could be maintained after 
the removal of the tissue from its native body, 
and this he proved by numerous experiments. 
The possibilities of this wonderful discovery im- 
mediately challenge.. the attention of scientisis 
throughovt the world, ard Dr. Carrel has ex- 
plained his discoveries .o bodies of learned men 
‘all over the United States and in the capitals of 
Europe. 

But of all of those who followed a mental line 
of development fiom the tirsi results otf br. 
Carrel’s experiments, none loo'ed sr far or 
saw so much as Thomas A. Edison.

The wizard of electricity, who is a professed 
agnostic, but who is anxious to learn what hap- 
pens beyond the grave, saw in the accouiplish- 
ments of Dr. Carre] a possible answer to this 
question of ages. He saw an opportunity for 
‘the lifting of the fog, a rending of the veil be- 
tween the life that is and tie life that faitn de- 
mands must be accepted as existent. In an in- 
terview with the Post-Dispatch reporter in Paris 
last August, while touching upon the discoveries 


fluid, be brought back to resuie its normal 
fuuctions, who can say that we way not learn 
definitely that there is consciousness after 
death?” 

But from that rate of progress which has thus 
far beer established, it looks as though the great 
electrician will have to live beyond the ordi- 
nary expectation of life if he is to see the great 
questions answered. 

Dr. Carrel’s experiments have, of course, been 
confined to animals, mostly dogs, and the most 
successful has been the transplantation of a kid- 
uey from the body of one dog to another, a fe- 
male, which afterward thrived, bore puppies and 
later succumbed to an illness in no way traceable 
to the remarkable experiment through which 
it had passed. It lived for two years and five 
mouths after the operation and seemed during 
that period to be absolutely normal in evéry 
vespect, the transplanted kidney perfo: ming its 
functions as regularly as the one which it had 
replaced. That there could be no question of 
this, Dr. Carrel] had removed both of its kid- 
neys aud transplanted only one from the body 
of the other dog. 

The prelimipaiy exj«:iments leading up to this 
transplantation of a vital vigan were made with 
the parts of tissues of various animals. Dr. 
Carrel was sure life could be maintained in tis- 
sue after its removal. In explainin, these experi- 
ments in_a Paris hospital, Wr. Carrel said he had 
been able to keep alive the detached tissues of a 
dog, a cat, a guinea pig and a human being on 
microscopic slides for the purpoce of study. 
These tissues, when covered with a natural 
plasm, or liquid serum, developed to a remark- 
able degree. After remaining without alteration 
for a few hours, the ceils had been seen to con- 
tinue their natural 2g: owth and to spread out in 
all directions. 

“It may be possible to develop nerve tissues 
in this way,” said the doctor. ‘‘But the most im- 
pertant feature of this branch of study my 
application of it to the healing of wounds and 
fractures. Hitherto the study of the process of 
healing in living organisms has been impossible; 
by my methods [I am able to Watch ‘these proc- 
esses going on in the injured wusyue, which has 
been detached from the parent body.” 

Telling of these experiments by Pr. Carrel, the 
Journal of Experimental Medicine, Jwhich is pub- 
lished to give to the world tne fesults of the 
Roc!:efeller Institute experiments, said: 

“The growth of the tissues of mammals is 
probably controlled by the conditions of the in- 
terstit'al lymph. in the same way that the growth 
of the egg of the sea urchin is influenced by the 
concitions of the Water. The organic and in- 
organic ‘components of the blood are doubtless 
the most important of the physicochemical mech-

of the higher aiimais as well. 

“Since the tissues in development must 
adapt themselves to the morphological pian of 
the organism, their growth must be con:tantly 
reguiated by some unknown factors. This 
lation may be caused by certain chemical cow- 
pounds found in the blood and the interstitial 
lymph. Until this year there was no method for 
studying the action of the changes in the compo- 
sition in the blood on the rate of growtb. 

“We assumed that the growth of tissues in 
normal plasma could be compared to the growth 
of the same tissues in the organism. Then we 
attempted to determine what physicochemical 
factors could activate the rate of growth. It was 
logical to suppose that a medium more effective 
than normal plasma could be found, as the ‘is- 
sues in the organism certainly do not meet with 
the best conditions of growth.

“We have already succeeded in inoculating a 
piasmatic medium with sarcoma of the _ fowl; 
eclls appeared in the surrounding plasma after 
pine hours and the culture grew actively. We 
can assume therefore that this method of culti- 
ating adult tissues outside of the body will be 
helpful in the exploration of unknown fields of 
human pathology.” 

Some. of Dr. Carrel’s most remarkable experi- 
ments have been upon the hearts and arterics 
of animals. These experiments were rendered 
possible by an apparatus for the maintenance of 
artificial respiration invented by two of his col- 
leagues in the institute, Drs. Meltzer and Aude. 
He has grafted upon the artery of a dog a piece 
of artery removed from another dog and kept it 
in cold storage at a temperature of a little above 
freezing. Operations on the heart itself he has 
found extremely dangerous, because the walls of 
the aorta are so pliable and easily torn when the 
threads are drawn tight to close the incision, but 
nevertheless he has in some instances succeed+d 
in operating on the hearts of dogs which sur- 
vived the operations and recovered their nor- 
mel health. 

This Meltzer and Aude system of artificial res- 
piration hes been one of the most unusual and 
useful of the many made since the foundation of

The tube is put down the throat 
to the junction of the bronchial tubes and a con- 
tinuous flow of air is thus pumred into the 
lungs, which are thus guarded from collapse. It 
was the use of this apparatus that .hag made 
heart and lung operations possible. It was used 
in the case of a pationt in the Mount Sinai Hos- 
pital in New York, who was suffering from an 
abscess of the lung. His case was utterly hope- 
less without the removal of the abscess, and the 
old glass-dome apparatus would have entailed an 
expense of $5000. The Meltzer apparatus, rigged 
up by Dr. Charles A, Elsburg of the hospital 
staff at a of fas utilized, the abscess 
was removed and within a week the patient had 
fully recovered. 

In an address before tne American Philosoph- 
ical Society, Dr. Carrel thus described the tranez 
plantation of kidneys: 

“We began our experiments in transplanti- 
tion of organs upon blood vessels and arterie- 
Our purpose was to discover a method to cure 
aneurism in man. We soon found that ve'nrs 
could be interchanged with arteries. You wov'd 
think that the walls of a vein were too thin to 
bear the pressure of the pulse to which the ar- 
teries are subjected. Here another wonder of 
nature revealed itself. 

“We found that the walls of the vein adapted 
themselves to the new pressure and that within 
three months the walls of the vein were nearly 
as thick as those of the artery for which they 
had been substituted. Then we began to experi- 
ment on transplanting kidneys. After we mas- 
tered the technique of uniting the kidney to the 
bladder we established the circulation and the 
functioning of the organ within one day after 
the operation. In one case only 22 days elapsed 
before the cat was in perfect health, with a 
strange pair of kidneys, as well as it had been 
before with its own. 

“The success of these operati 
the time of the operation.

I held tight to the sled from behind, till 
the traces broke and the degs went on down under 
the ice. There was little meat to them, but I} had 
counted on them for a week’s grub, and they were 
gone. | 

‘‘The next morning I divided all the grub, 
which was little, into three portions. And I 
told Long Jeff that ke could keep up with us, or 
not, as he saw fit; for we were going to travel 
light and fast. But he raised his voice and eried 
over his sore feet and his troubles, and said harsh 
things against comradeship. Passuk’s feet were 
sore, and my feet were sore—ay, sorer than his, 
for we had worked with the dogs; also, we looked 
to see. Long Jeff swore he would die before he 
hit the trail again; so Passuk took a fur robe, and 
I a cooking pot and an axe, and we made ready to 
go. But she looked on the man’s portion, and 
said, ‘It is wrong to waste good food on a baby. 
tie is better dead.’ 1 shook my head and said no, 
—that a comrade once was a comrade always. 
Then she spoke of the men of Forty Mile; that 
they were many men and good; and that they 
looked to me for grub in the spring. But when I 
still said no, she snatched the pistol from my belt, 
quick, and as our brother Bettles has spoken, Long 
Jeff went to the bosom of Abraham before his 
time. I chided Passuk for this; but she showed 
no sorraw, nor was she sorrowful. And in my 
heart I knew she was right.’’ : 


Sitka Charley paused and threw pieces of ice 
into the gold pan on the stove. The men were 
silent, and their backs chilled to the sobbing cries 
of the dogs as they gave tongue to their misery in 
the outer cold. 

‘‘And day by day we passed in the snow the 
sleeping-pluces of the two ghosts—Passuk and I 
—and we knew we would be glad for such ere 
we made Salt Water. Then we came to the 
Indian, like another ghost, with his face set 
toward Pelly. They had not whacked up fair, 
the man and the boy, he said, and he had had no 
flour for three days. Each night he boiled pieces 
of his moceasins in a cup, and ate them. He did 
not have much moccasins left. And he was a 
Coast Indian, and told us these things through 
Passuk, who talked his tongue. He was a 
stranger in the Yukon, and he knew not the way, 
but his face was set to Pelly. How far was it? 
Two sleeps? ten? a hundred—he did not know, 
but he was going to Pelly. It was too far to tarn 
back; he could only keep on. 

‘‘He did not ask for grub, for he could see we, 
too, were hard put. Passuk looked at the man, 
and at me, as though she were of two minds, like 
a mother partridge whose young are in trouble. 
So I turned to her and said, ‘This man has been 
dealt unfair. Shall I give him of our grub a por- 
tion?’ I saw here eyes light, as with quick pleas-

might she wept. Never had I seen her weep be- 
fore. Nor was it the smoke of the fire, for the 
wood was dry wood. So I marveled at her sorrow, 
and thought her woman’s heart had grown soft 
at the darkness of the trail and the pain. 

“Life is a strange thing. Much have I thought 
on it, and pondered long, yet daily the strangeness 
of it grows not less, but more. Why this longing 
for Life? It is a game which no man wins. To 
live is to toil hard, and to suffer sore, till Old Age 
ereeps heavily upon us and we throw down our 
hands on the cold ashes of dead fires. It is hard 
to live. In pain the babe sucks his first breath, 
in pain the old man gasps his last, and all his days 
are full of trouble and sorrow; yet he goes down 
to the open arms of Death stumbling, falling, 
with head turned backward, fighting to the last. 
And Death is kind. It is only Life, and the things 
of Life that hurt. Yet we love Life, and we hate 
Deat):. It is very strange. 

‘We spoke little, Passuk and I, in the days 
which came. In the night we lay in the snow like 
dead people, and in the morning we went on our 
way, walking like dead people. And all things 
~wére dead. There were no ptarmigan, no squir- 
rels, no snowshoe rabbits—nothing. The river 
made no sound beneath its white robes. The sap 
was frozen in the forest. And it became cold, as 
now; and in the night the stars drew near and 
large, and leaped and danced; and in the day the 
sun-dogs mocked us till we saw many suns, and 
all the air flashed and sparkled, and the snow ; 
diamond dust. And there was no heat, no sound, 
only the bitter cold and the Silence. As I say, 
we walked like dead people, as in a dream, and we 
kept no count of time. Only our faeces were set 
to Salt Water, our sou's strained for Salt Water 
and: our feet carried us toward Salt Water. We 
camped by the Tahkeena, and knew-it not. Our 
eyes looked upon the White Horse, but we saw it 
net. Our feet. trod the portage of the Canyon, 
but- they felt it not. We felt nothing. And we 
fell often by the way, but we fell, always, with our 
faces toward Salt Water. 

‘Our last grub went, and we had shared fair, 
Passuk and I, but she fell more often, and at 
Caribou Crossing her strength left her. And in 
the morning we lay beneath the one robe and did 
not take the trail. It was in my mind to stay 
there and meet Death hand-in-hand with Passuk; 
for I had grown old, and had learned the love ot 
woman. Also, it was 80 miles to Haines, Mission. 
and the great Chilcoot, far above the timber-line, 
reared his storm-swept head between. But Passuk 
spoke to me, low, with my ear against her lips 
that I might hear. And row, because she need not 
fear my anger, she spoke her heart, and told me 
of her love, and of many things which I did not 
understand. 

**And she said: ‘You are my man, Charley, and 
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I haps been a ghad woman to you. And in all 
the days I have made your fire, and cookcl your 
food, aud fed your dogs, and lifted paddle or 
broken trail, I have not complained. Nor did I 
say that there was more warmth in the lodge of 
my father, or that ther. was more grub on the 
Chileat. When you have spoken, I have listened. 
When you have ordered, I have obeyed. Is it not 
so, Charley ?’ 

‘And I suid: ‘Ay, it is so.’ 

‘fAnd she said: ‘When first you came to the 
Chilcat, nor looked upon me, but bought me as 
a man buys a dog, and took me a:-ay, my heart 
was ward again:. you and filled with bitterness and 
fear. But that was long ago. For you were kind 
to me, Charley, as a good man is kind to his dog. 
.our heart was cold, and there was no room for 
me; yet you dealt me fair and your ways were 
just. And I was with you when you did bold 

.» and led great ventures, and I measured you 
‘gainst the men of other treeds, and I saw you 
stoou among them full of honor, and your word 
was wise, your tongue true. And I grew proud 
of you, till it came that you filled all my heart, 
and all my thought was of you. You were as the 
mids.mmer sun, when its golden trail runs in < 
cli_-. and never leaves the sky. Anc whatever 
way I cast my eyes I-beheld the sun. But your 
heart was ever cold, Charley, and there was no 

om.’ 

‘‘And I said: ‘It is so. It was cold, and there 
was no room. But that is past. Now my heart 
is like the snowfall in the spring, when the sun 
has come back. There is a great thaw and a bend- 
ing, a sound of running waters, and a budding 
and spouting of green things. And there is drum- 
ming cf partridges, and songs or robins, and great 
music, for the winter is broken, Passuk, and I 
have learned the love of woman.’ 


‘‘She smiled and moved for me to draw: her 
closer. And she said: ‘I am glad.’ After that she 
lay quiet for a long time, breathing softly, her 
head upon my breast. Then she whispered: °* The 
trail ends here, and I am tired. But first I would 
speak of other things. In the long ago, when I 
was a girl on the Chileat, I played alone among 
the skin bales of my father’s lodge; for the men 
were away on the hunt, and the women and boys 
were dragging in the meat. It was in the spring, 
and I was alone. A great brown bear, just awake 
from his winter’s sleep, hungry, his fur hanging to 
the bones in flaps of leanness, shoved his- head 
within the lodge and said, ‘‘Oof!’’ My brother 
came running back with the first sled of meat. 
And he fought the bear with burning sticks from 
the fire, and the dogs in their harness, with the 
sled behind them, fell upon the bear. There was 
a great battle and much noise. They rolled in 
the fire, the skin bales were scattered, the lodge 
overthrown. But in the end the bear lay dead, 
with the fingers of my brother in his mouth and 
the marks of his claws upon my brother’s face. 
Did you mark the Indian by the Pelly trail, his 
mitten which had no thumb, his hand which he 
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warmed by our fine% He was fig! brother. 
I said he should have no grub. And he went 
away in the Silence without grub.’ 

‘‘This, my brothers, was the love of Passuk, who 
died in the snow, by the Caribou Crossing. It 
was a mighty love, for she denied her brother 
for the man who led her away on weary trails te 
a bitter end. And, further, such was this woman’s 
love, she denied herself. Ere her eyes closed for 
the last time she took my hand and slipped it 
under her squirrel-skin parka to her waist. I felt 
there a well-filled pouch, and learned the secret of 
her lost strength. Day by day we had shared fair, 
to the last least bit; and day by day but half her 
share had she eaten. The other half had gone 
into the well-filled pouch. 

‘‘And she said: ‘This is the end of the trail 
for Passuk; but your trail, Charley, leads on and 
on, over the great Chileoot, down to Haines Mis- 
sion and the sea. And it leads on and on, by 
the light of many suns, over unknown lands and 
strange waters and it is full of years and honors 
and great glories. It leads you to the lodges of 
many women, and good women, but it will never 
ead you to a greater love than the love of Passuk.’ 

‘‘And I knew the woman spoke true. But a 
madness came upon me, and I threw the well- 
filled pouch from me, and swore that my trail 
had reached an end, till her tired eyes grew soft 
with tears, and she said: ‘Among men has Sitka 
Charley walked in honor, and ever has his word 
been true. Does he forget that honor now, and 
talk vain words by the Caribou Crossing? Does 
he reinembered no more the men of Forty Mile, 
who gave him of their grub the best, of their dogs 
the pick? Ever has Passuk been proud of her 
man. Let him lift himself up, gird on his snow- 
shoes, and begone, that she may still keep her 
pride. ’ 

‘*And when she grew cold in my arms I arose, 
and sought out the well-filled pouch, and girt on 
my snowshoes, and staggered along the trail; for 
there was a weakness in my knees, and my head 
was dizzy, and in my ears there was a roaring, and 
a flashing of fire upon my eyes. The forgotten 
trails of boyhood came back to me. I sat by the 
full pots of the potlach feast, and raised my voice 
in song, and danced to the chanting of the men 
and maidens and the booming of the walrus drums. 
And Passuk held my hand and walked by my side. 
When I laid down to sleep, she waked me. When 
I stumbled and fell, she raised me. When I wan- 
dered in the deep snow, she led me back to the 
trail. And in this wise, like a man bereft of 
reason, who. sees strange visions and whose 
thoughts are light with wine, I came to Haines 
Mission by the sea.”’ 

Sitka Charley threw back the tent-flaps. It was 
midday. To the south,*just clearing the bleak 
Henderson Divide, poised the cold-disked sun. 
On either hand the sun-dogs blazed. The air 
was a gossamer of glittering frost. In the fore- 
ground, beside the trail, a wolf-dog, bristling with 
frost, thrust a long snout heavenward and mourned. | 
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
